SELMA, ALA., Nov. 8.— The re— 


mains of General W. J. Hardee 


reached the city this morning and 
were met at the depot by » vast con- 


course of citizens. The st-res were 
closed and business was suspended, 


andour whole people united in honor- 


ing the illustrious dead. His remains 
were escorted by along procession to 
lis late residence at 3 o’clock this 
evening. The funeral services 
took place and another immense pro- 
cession eseorted the body to the 
Chureh which was packed, and with 
hundreds in the streets who could 
not get in. The services at Church 
ended, the procession reformed and 
marched to the Cemetery where the 
body was conveyed tothetomb. All 
classes and conditions united to hon- 
or Hardee, and the funeral with the 
exception of General Lees, was the 
largest that ever took place in Selma. 
Thousands were at the Cemetery, for 
the people loved Hardee. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


SELMA, ALA., Nov. 8.—There was 
Spontaneous outpouring of our 
whole people to-day to receive the 
remains of Gen. Hardee. The mili- 
tary, fire department, municipal au- 
thorities, bar, clergy and people did 
honor to the iscmory of the illus- 
trious dead. The bells were tolling 
during the day and business suspend- 
ed, ‘The funeral procession was the 
largest ever witnessed in this State. 
There was not a formality but a 
genuine grief in the demonstration.

The one fact which stands promi- 
nently out from this dark background 
is that the poor must undergo great 
privation and sufferings in the ap- 
proaching winter Laborers and 
mechanies wili be thown out of em— 
ployment, and we fear thata number 
of them may be tempted to seek the 
large cities, and especially to come to 
New York, in the hope of securing 
temporary relief, This will be a great 
inistortune, for we havealready many 
thousands of unemployed persons in 
our midst, and all the cities are ina 
similar condition. The poor who can- 
not obtain work should be supported 
by charity in the localities in which 
they are accustomed to labor until the 
present stagnation shall have passed 
away. The more scattered the inevita- 
ble want may be the more easy it will 
be to provide for it. There is no need 
of alarm for the future ; for the count- 
ry is unusually prosperous, as we 
have repeatedly said, andthe present 
discontinuance and curtailments of 
our factories will create an extra de- 
mand for labor as soon as the money 
stringency shall have passed away. 
All that we requrie to bridge over the 
time successfully is self-reliance. 
Those who have means to bestow 
must be open handed in their charity. 
Where wealth is enjoyed there must 
be large liberality, for at atime like 
that before us relief is the only safety 
of capital. Whercever public works 
can be carried on employment should 
be given to as large a number of per- 
sons as possible, and it would * 
bly be wise for those business houses 
and factories that are compelled to cut 
down their hands to employ gthe full 
number on short time instead of dis- 
missing some from employment alto- 
gether, If we must have want let it 
take the shape of privation rather 
than of absolute starvation. We need 
prudence, forethought, moderation 
and patience at this time if we would 
avert great evils, and with these and 
our splendid resources we shall be 
safe. 

In one respect we are better off than 
in many former panies or times of 
financial distress. Our money is all 
good. There is not the fear before the

way of utilizing the water-power of 
Niagara Falls. 811 is now to be done. 
We read in the Providence R. I.) 
Journal! that the Niagara Falls Water- 
Power Company, which has in pos- 


session one hundred acres of land, 


already constructed a section of a 
—— forty, feet wide, eight and a half 
feet deep at the upper end. and eleven 
feet deep at the lower end, and let 
the water into it. It is to be a mile 
long, one hundred feet wide, and of a 
sufficient depth. It is cut and to be 
mainly through solid rock. The es- 
timated quantity of power of this 
canal when completed is about 170,- 
000-horse power; the amount now 
ready for immediate use is 60,000-horse 

wer. The further progress of the 
work, including the cutting of the 
stone out of the line of the canal, 
hoisting, &., will be carried on by 
the power itself through the agency of 
dir. 

The Journal adds: 

„The uses of this power, aside from 
rentals for manufacturing and other 
purposes, on the spot, will be the 
transmission thereof to the city of 


Buffalo as supplementary to the use 


of steam, and the r of mo- 
tive power to build the ship canal, 
whieh is proposed to connect lakes 
Erie and Ontario. This canal is de- 
signed to be five and three-quarter 
miles in length, will accommodate 
vessels of the capacity of 1,200 tons, 
which will be raised and lowered 300 
feltin one lift, in fifteen minutes. 
The wasting or passing of water from 
the upper to the lower level is pre- 
vented, for two of those suspension 
locks or elevators will operate like 
two buckets in a well—one ship will 
be raised as the other is lowered, and 
as much water carried up as is brought 
down.“
